From dur Own 
Feb. 19, 1861. 

The House passed two important bills yes- 
terday. One of these, the bill organizing the 
Territorial Government of Colorado (Pike's 
Peak) passed by ayes 92, noes 42—Democrats 
in the negative. The proposed Territory of 
Colorado inclades what remains after the erec- 
tion of Kansas asa State, and a small slip of 
New Mexico and Nebraska, making about one 
hundred and four square miles, with somewhat 
bet ween forty-five and ty thousand inhabi- 
tants, as many as Oregon had when she was ad- 
mitted asa State. The bill had previously 
passed the Senate against the opposition of 
Douglas. It will be signed to-day or to-mor- 
row by the President and become a law. 
There is pressing hecessity for a government, 
as the people there at present have no otber 
protection than that afforded by the bowie- 
knife or revolver. In lees than two years Col- 
orado will be a free State inthe Union. The 
Be nate and House Committees have agreed on 
bills for the establishmesit of territorial gov- 
ernments of Nevada and Dacotah. The for- 
mer embraces the western portion of Utah, 
and the latter the northern portion of Nebras- 
ka Territory, lying west of the old Dacotah Ter- 
ritory. Upon the passage of these bills all 
Territories will be provided with governments. 
In a few days Lincoin will have the appoiating 
of Governors and Federal officers for seven 
Territories, viz:—Neraska, Colorado, Daco- 
tah, New Mexico (including Arizona), Utah, 
Nebraska and Washington. ' 

The other important bill which passed 
House yesterday, was offered by the Chairman 
of the Committee of Was and Means—Joha 
Sherman. It provides that in place of any 
part of the twenty million loam nov sauthor- 
ized by law the Presidewt is authorized to > 
sue bonds of the Cnited States of denomina- 
tions af Oifty dollars, bearing interest not ex- 
ceding six per centum, payable annually or 
semi anuually at the discretion of the Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury, and running to a period 
not exceeding twenty years. Coupons for the 
interest thereon to be attached, and to apply 
such bonds at par ta the payment of such 
ereditora as may receive them. Of course 
every creditor will gladly receive them in pay. 
ment of what the government owes him. The 
peculiar feature of the bill is the size of the 
bonds. Heretofore $1,000 bas been the small- 
est denomination iesucd. And of course they 
were only taken by bankers and capitalists, 
aud never fell intodthe hands of the common 
people. But since there money lords have 
given out that they will nat eubscribe to 
the Government loan, unless the Republicans 
shall sacrifice their principles and submit te 
the dictation of parties, the Republicans 
concluded thet they would show these sordid, 
unprincipled men that the new Admin stration 
was not beholden to them for money, and that 
they and their secession allies combined can- 
not dragoon the people of the Free States into 
accepting the Breckinridge platform. These

Our Supreme Judges 
hold their office six years, and so the term of 
one expires every fp years, not ten, as | 
was made to say in my last letter. 

Tails Legislature can be hardly called a very 
active working body. An adjournment was 
effected yesterday, after a short session, to 
Tuesday afternoon, and little business is likely 
to be done till Wednesday. Free passes to 
members, enabling a majority of them to go 
home every week at the loss of a day or two, 
greatly retard legislation and cost the State 
thousands of dollars annually. Forty-three 
days of the session are gone, and less than 
forty laws have been published, not a fourth’ 
of them of general application., In the Assem- 
bly, 220 bills have been introduced, and in the 
Senate 115. Last year at this time there were 
339 in the Assembly and 188 in the Senate. 

The general laws finally passed since Mon- 
day ave, one requiring the knuckle joints to 
tumbling rods of all threshing machines to be 
securely enclosed in a box; one providing 200 
Webster's Dictionaries for deficient school 
districts, and that defining the residence of 
paupers. The Senate has passed a bill provid- 
ing for the publication of general laws in 
county papers, at the same rates as paid to the 
State paper. 

The bili waking February 22da legal holiday 
passed the Assembiy and was amended in the 
Senate by adding the 4th of July, and ordered 
to a third reading. With our hurrying, bust- 
ling, driving character as a people, there is 
little danger that we shall have too many days 
of release from business and for recreation, 
and the disposition to honor all national days 
is worthy of cultivation. A committee has 
been appoloted to investigate fhe matter of 
the geological survey, which bas been going on 
for some years past. On Tuesday there waa 
considerable discussion in the Seuate on a bill 
to change the present system of county gor 
ernment, from Supervisors, representing each 
town, to three Commissioners.

He proclaums at the ouvet that the 
object of the secession movement was to pro- 
tect Slavery where it existed, and to strength- 
en and expand the system by the revival of 
the foreign siave trade. He discusses at great 
length and with much ability the philosophi- 
cal atpects of the question, and contends that 
the number of slaves ehould at least equal the 
number ef whites ; and for that reasou be de- 
precates the introduction of free mechanics 
(mainly fram the North) into Charleston as a 
calamity thrert«niog the worst of consequen- 
ees. Sodth Carolina, he thinks, nearer right 
than any other State or community, where 
there is “ho appeal to the mass, because there 
is nO mass to appeal to; there are no deme 
gogues, becanse there is no populace to need 
them.” To secure this happy state of thiags 
against the possibility of danger, the slave 
system must be strengtheued and extended by 
direct slave trad», instead of suffering the in - 
troduction of free iaborers, who, says Mr.
